In response to applicant's argument (page 1 1 , paragraph 1) that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it 
is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a single header that describes a single file) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references (page 1 1 paragraph 2), the examiner 
recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 
F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the use of headers to describe the contents of a file is well known to those of 
ordinary skill in the art. Further, as indicated in the previous Office Action (page 7 paragraph 1), Levine expressly teaches that headers 
can be used to describe the contents of a file so that the contents of the file can be decoded (Levine, bottom of page 62). Levine teaches 
the construction of files for subsequent decoding and processing. Print job files are subject to further decoding and processing regardless 
of the particular device that performs such tasks. Levine informs the process of print job file construction since they require decoding and 
processing. Thus, Applicant's argument is not convincing. 
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
